they can be approv’d by the Parlizmeot 

which are to meet —— If neither of thefe 
can be fuppos’d to approve o: cacourage 
thefe Things, where fhall the Patrons of 
them be found ? 

ft cannot be expefed of me, that 1 
fhould fay, what this or chat Man, cisber 
in the Minifiry, or in the Parliament, may, 
in his own private Seafe, fay, or think of 


thefe Tumults 5 ncr ismy Argument cos. 
cern‘d in it at all: Ifany are got in byMobbs 
and Tumults, fo far they may have beea 
faid to approve the Method 3 and fome 
have {aid of others, if they do not approve 
of them, Why do they not Supprefs and 
Difcountenance them ? Why are not che 
People punith’d, who have been prov’d 
Guisty ? And the ike ————= Thefe Things 
m-y be {poken to hereafter, but they are 
not the prefent Bulinefs of this Paper. 

I am now fpeaking to what they can be 
fuggefted todo, as 4 Parliament, or as 6 
Miniftry; and in this Capacity, 1 do fay, 
and repeat it sgain, They canoot give the 
leaft Encouragement to Rabble, and To- 

mut— 
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mult —— The Article of the Mob is con- 


- trary to the very Nature and Beiag of Go- 
vernment, and confequently oppofite to 
the Officers of State ——— It is contrary to 
the very. Being and Nature of the Confti- 
tation, and therefore Inconfiftent with a 
free Parliameht. tes “ste ae 

_ Can any Man fuggeftto me, that the 

Parliament ‘now approaching, can, Parli- 
amentarily, approve of aMob ?—— That 
the Legiflative Authority can give a Sar- 

Gion to what in its own Nature is De- 

firv@ive tothe Laws themfelves, and to 

the Legiflation that has Conftituted them ? 

—— Mob and Confticution, Tumult and 


Government, Rabble and Parliament, are_ 


all Contradiétions to one another, Incon- 


fiftencies, and a horrid Jargon of Nonfenfe, 


that we know nothing of, in the Language 
of the Revolution. 

For the Queen to approve of them, is for 
her Majefty to Govern without the Scepter ; 
for the Miniftry to approve them, isto 
Manage without the Seals ; for the Parli- 
" ament to approve them, is to affimulate 
that Houfe to them, bring the Mob upto 
‘the Legiflature, and bring the Legiflature 
down to the Mob. 

To fay the Parliament fhould Vote thefe 
Tumults Legal, # to fay they fhonld Vote 
themfelves out of the Conftitution, Vote 
the Rabble into the Conftitution, and Vote 
the Confitution into one mighty Mob; e- 
ven the Mobitfelf, is not fo Ignorant as 
this, tho’ this s the Day of their Delufions 
——The poor People know they are in the 
wrong, and expos’d to be Cenfur’d aad Py- 
nith’d:by the Law; but the Clergy, and 
a Party to whom they are Tools, are the 
People who have buoy’d them up with 
Hopes of Impunity 3 and that the People 
they have brought in, will not fail to Patro- 
nize the Miftake they have been brought 


Vand how will thefe People appear Difap- 
pointed? How will they be afham’d of their 
Sperabamus illam effe? Such Hope muf& 
make afham’d, becaufe it will be always 
Difappointed Alas? whoever has 
Eacourag’d them out of the Houfe, and 
may ftill, you may take this for granted, they 


‘can never be 


be Eneourag’d within; and I 
am pofitive in this, not from my Acquain- 
tance with the Perfons, or Affurance from — 
them direétly, but from the undoubted Na- 
ture of the Thing—There is fuchaContra- - 
riety aud Averfien. between Tumult and 
Government, Rabbles* and. Parliament, 
that reafly the Thing is impra@ticable——se 
A Parliament can never approve the turii- 
ing Juftice into Violence, and Truth into ~ 
Superftition. 
Parliament Men, meerly fuch, and in 
their private Capacities. may do much, 
may cry up, and promote the Follies of the . 
Street; andI have heard, that a'great ma-_ 
ny of our time-of-day Paeliamént Men,. 
have been thought to do fo in their Bleétions . 
— But as Members of Parliament, no Man. 
can give mea Precedent fot it There 


- is a great deal of difference between Parlia- 


ment Men, and Parliament Members —— 
They are the firft whereever they are, or 
go, but the other fignifies their AQing Gee - 
pacities ——— Now detus Examin, when 
the Parliament comes together; What will 
they do ? ———— Will they Vote the Legal- 
lity of pulling down the Meeting Hottes ? 
If they do, they muft Vote, that the Queen 
Marching her Guards - egainft -the -Mob 
in the Streets, was IMegal; for it can- 
not be Lawfal for a Military Force to 
{upprefs Legally Affembled People. in 
performance of a Legal AGtion : Will they 
Vote the breaking of Windows, and knock- 
ing down peaceable People in. the Street, 
LEGAL ? Jf they do, may they not reafon- 
ably be detir’d to confider, who may’ be

Itis the greateft Abfurdity imaginable to 
think, that the Miniftry, the Parliament, 
the Government, can, in the leaft approve 
of thefe Riots-——— Nor can I think, but 
they will take proper Methods at their 
Meeting, not to let the World be long de- 
luded with the Suggeftion. 

The People who bave boafted fo much, 
and promis’d fuch mighty Things to their 
Caufe, from the appearance cf thefe Peo- 
ple in the Street, and from the Noife they 
have had, muft be under great Difappoint-
